Meeting of Taxpayers _ 


Show Towns Financial 
Position Very Favorable 


——— 


The annual meeting of the rate- 
Payers was held Friday cvening in 
the Community Hall as scheduled. 
Those present weve much = in- 
terested in the different reports, 

in a'few remarks ths mayor stated 
that every ratepayer would be sup- 
Pied with a copy of the financial re- 
port. He said that it was quite likely | 
that some ratepayers would find some 
features of the financial statement 
not to their liking some things which 
they might reasonably complain ot, 
The duties of the council members 
were varied. No council as yet had 
been able to find a painless metho 
of extracting $12,000 from iatepayiers. 
Likewise no council had as yet suc- 
ceeded in spending that amount oi 
money in @ manner satisfactory tu 
each and every ratepayer. 

However, whatever defects th 
financial statement of 1938 might 
show, he believed that the ratepay- 
ers would discover in it some things 
with which they would agree. HH: 
instantanced the outstanding unpaid 
bills at the end of 1936, amounting 
to almost $6,000 which were all paid 
off during the past two year period, 
except $1,315. All current bills, too, 
were paid as thy came due.The $15,- 
000 irrigation project was now al 
most two thirds paid off. He thought 
the ratepayers would be pleased to 
see another cut made in relief costs 
fm 1938. Town relief should not be 
a@ problem any more. 

The cash balance to the town’s cred- 
ft of $8,389, was the largest in a good 
many years and would enable the in- 
coming cuncil to finance easily until 
April lst or even later. These as well 
as other favorable features of the 
financial statement showed that sume 

aquetapmeemehnd been made and might, in 
the opinion of the ratepayers justif; 
the higher.mil) rate of 1938 

With reference to the thj-ce council 
vacancies, these were in the compt- 
ent hands of the ratepayers. He hop:d 
that the practice revived two years 
ago amd continued last year of hold- 
ing a spirited contest to fill all vacan- 
cles wuld be. carried out this year. 
While Calgary and many other places 
complained of never being able . to 
get out more than 50 per cent of a 
vote at their election contests, ei- 
chen was always able to get out very | 
close to 100 per cent. He felt that the | 
ratepayers would want to pick and 
choose who should represent them on 
the council. 

Concluding he said that some pro-| 
gress was made in the town’s stand- | 
ing in 1938.,No one person on the 
council could take or wished to take 
the credit for it. It was true aome 
eredit, was due those council] mem- 
hers who feithfully attended the meet- 
ings. Much cnedit was due the secre- 
tary, Mr. Phythian and Mr. Lester, 
‘rho both gave excellent service to 
the town, but the greatest credit of 
al] was due the ratepayers them- 
gelves who igave fine support to the 
gounci) and who paid in taxes more 
money in 1938 than had been received 
fn any one year for a long time. 

The generous measure of support 
fo given insured whatever success 
that was attained and for this he ex- | 
tended his sincere thanks to all. \

and healthy condition as to its financ- | 
cee, You will recall that at the end, 
of 1936 the town carried accounte| 
payable of over $6,400.00 and at the 
end of 1988 the amount of the ac- 
counts payable as exhibited iby the 
balance sheet amounts to only $1,- 
582.50, while ithe available cash in 
the bank at the end of 1936 amounted 
to $831.14, while at the and of 1938 
the amount ‘was over $3,200.00. The |

ings lYave a life of around twenty 
years, and if written off on that baisis 
would show an cperating profit 
$160.00 instead of deficit.

Whphn the above report was finished 
a discussion arose in rogard to the 
handling of the water system by the 
town. It was stated that over $75,000 
had been spent since the system was 
put in but only a few of the vate- 
payers had benefited by it, The 
financial statement showed a deficit 
in the water works this year and it 
was stated that a thousand dollars 
had been spent more than the reven- 
ue taken in from it, It was explain- 
ed that the reason for the deficit this 
year was that frontage tax of $412.77 
which was levied for water works 
revenue had been left out of the 
revenue account; also the cover over 
the reservoir and laying of 229 feet 
of new main amounting to over $900

The question referred to is that of giving admission and accepting 
into citizenship a percentage of the estimated 1,300,000 refugees and vic- 
tims of-political persecution now in-Germany, former Austria and Czcho- 
slovakia, While the estimate of 1,300,000 has been giyen, there is reason to 
believe that the figure is underestimated and may reach 1,500,000 as more 
information-becomes available and: the transfer of: these unfortunates to 
safer harborages gets well under way. .

While the humanitarian aspect of the question is one which undovbtedly 
will weigh heavily in the minds of a great many people, there are other fac- 
tors: which must also be given consideration and these are economic, social 
and political facets of the problem. 

That, the national committee has carefully weighed these phases of the 
question is quite evident in the brief submitted to the government, for on 
these bases they.have presented some strong arguments in support of their 
plea for permitting a substantial number of these outcasts to seek refuge 
in this country and to give them an opportunity to rehabilitate themselves 
in Canada,» ' gece 

Considering the question from an economic standpoint, the committee 
points out for example that many of them have been able,to save some of 
their capital, that many of them are highly educated business and profes- 
sional men and have the initiative and courage to start and develop new 
industries,-that their ranks inciude skilled artisans in. pottery, glassware, 
fine leatherwork, many forms of chemicals, specialized textiles and dyes, 
and other specialized wares for which there are, world markets; and that 
with their capital they will be in a position not’ only ‘to create new indus- 
tries but to give employment to some of our own unemployed. In suppoit of 
this contention, the committee states that 11,000 refugee Jews who have 
migrated to Great Britain have established industries giving employment 
to 15,000 Englishmen heretofore unemployed. Yq"

he extent immigrants ofthis class, if permitted to enter, would 
settle i: Western Canada, dt.wollld'be difficult to say, though undoubtedly 
some betes would gravitate to. t west. The degree to which they could 
bring to bear upon the development of the natural resources and convert 
them into usual products and the extent to which they could make use of 
their skilled knowledge in such fields would. determine their value to the 
country. Some of the professional men undoubtedly would be in a position 
to make some contributions to the sum of scientific knowledge and practice. 

"The technical skill of the Czechoslovak refugees from the Sudeten 
areas,” thie committee reports, “is based upon long training in one of the 
finest. technical systems in the world’ which demanded eight years school 
education, three years apprenticeship and the completion of rigid examina- 
tions. From such sources,” the committee adds, “would be selected the 
expatriates who would be permitted to enter Canada under conditions which 
would ensure that they would not become charges on the public.”

As for the political consequences of such immigration, it is pointed 
out that at least the great majority of these refugees are in their present 
plight because they are supporters of the democratic form of government 
to which Canada is heir and to which the people of this country subcribe 
and it is, therefore, a reasonable assumption that they are not likely to 
be a disturbing political element: nor-to lend their support to those who would 
upset the Canadian form of government, especially after their experiences 
in the old world. 

As intimated at the outset the question is one which is deserving of 
careful consideration since it appears likely that some policy towards 
these people will have to be evolved in the near future. If they are to 
be allowed to come to these shores and to make their home here, it is essen- 
tial that it be on the basis of carcful selectivity, to ensure that results in 
the future will not be regrettable. i

Too Many Revolvers In The Hands 
| Of Private Citizens 

|The Commissioner of the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police, recording 
in his annual report registration un- 
dpr the law of 168,389 pistols’ and 
revolvers in private ownership, asks 
their owners seriously. to consider 
“whether they have any really good 
reason for retaining these weapons.” 
As Commissioner Wood points out, 
‘pistols and revolvers: ‘are the cause. 
of many fatal accidents in homes,” 
also “form the source from which 
criminals secure by theft their arms 
with whick to commit other crimes.” 
In “many instances,” he says, through 
the present registration law it has 
been possible to trace back to their 
original owners weapons in the -pos- 
session of men put under arrest, per- 
haps a thousand miles away. 

The Commissioner reports that reg- 
istration of revolvers is proving of 
value “far beyond expectations” in 
the tracking down of criminals, and 
that is so much to the good. But 
obviously so long as this enormous 
source of supply remains in exist- 
ence guns will find their way to 
criminal hands and crime will flour- 
ish. Owners of registered weapons 
should give thought to the Commis- 
sioner’s words, Do they feel they are 
justified in retaining these guns, 
which serve no useful -purpose in

British 


Columbia Schools 
Pioneering The Way 

The radio in the home has become 
2 commonplace. The radio in the 
school is still something of an inno- 
vation in Canada, but, after this 
year, it is hoped, it will be less so. 
British Columbia is pioncering the 
way, the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation is lending its assistance, 
and ‘some, at least, of the other prov- 
inceg are interested. 

For about a year,’a British Colum- 
bia jcommittee for radio in schools, 


Are 


~set up by the Department of Educa+ 


tion; and headed by Principal A. R. 
Lord, of the Normal School, ‘has 
been working on the project, arrang- 
ing for broadcasts and mapping out 
programs, One of the results of the 
committee’s work is the agreement 
of the Broadcasting Commission. to 
issue licenses free of charge to any 
schools receiving a Government 
grant. Already 400 such licenses have 
been issued in British Columbia, 
Beginning January, and running 
for eight weeks, a program specially 


.designed for schools is to be broad- 
school. 


cast{ from. 9:30 to 10 each 
morfing. Stations at Chilliwack, 
Kamloops, Kelowna and Trail will 
take up the program and re-broad- 
cast it. A transcription will be sent 
to Prince Rupert and broadcast from 
there a week later. Two weeks later, 
the program will go out from Grand 
Prairie to the Peace River Block, 
where, in 55 schools, there are 54 
radio receiving sets. 

The programs will consist of music 
and’ musical appreciation and a 
dramatization of social studies and 
of elementary science. On Fridays 
there will be a High School course, 
including literature and music. The 
objett is to help the country schools, 
particularly the isolated ones, and 
bring them into touch with the out- 
side} world, The city schools which 
hava radios may, of course, listen in. 
The; committee is not so much con- 
cerned with them.—Vancouver Prov- 
ince;

Resources Of Iceland 


Saskatchewan Man Invited To Make 
A Survey Of Minerals On 
The Island 

A Saskatchewan man, Joseph Nor- 
dal, of Thedore, has. been invited by 
the government of Iceland to take 
Complete charge of a survey of Ice- 
land’s mineral resources. The survey 
proposed would take two. years to 
complete and plans-are that the work 
be started this summer. An exami- 
nation of every mineral found on the 
island will be made, with a view to 
finding out the commercial value of 
the mineral deposits. 

Mr. Nordal, a graduate of Univers- 
ity of Saskatchewan, has made a 
special study of ceramic engineering 
and is well equipped for such a task. 
He spent the summer of 1934 in Ice- 
land, taking part in a preliminary 
survey. At that time he discovered 
mineral deposits which are now being 
used in the manufacture of dyes. 
Perhaps more important was the dis- 
Govery of deposits of material suit- 
able for making brick. Since Iceland 
has little or no timber, the problem 
of building materials has always been 
acute and this discovery ‘may mean 
an end to this problem. 

Mr. Nordal brought home many 
curious mineral speciments from his 
trip, including a quantity of Iceland 
spar, which exists in perfectly form- 
ed diamond Shaped crystals. | This 
substance is as transparent as glass, 
and Mr. Nordal believes that it may 
be put to practical use in the manu- 
facture of novelties of all kinds. Ice- 
land is fast becoming popular as. a 
tourist country and a market is open- 
ing up for this class of merchandise. 

Since Iceland has no timber sup- 
ply, the fuel used on the island must 
be imported. However, last sum- 
mer’s survey resulted in the discov- 
ery of deposits of a very soft lignite 
coal. Much development is necessary, 
but it is hoped that the new survey 
will bring to light sufficient coal to 
supply the greater part of the fuel 
needs of the country. 

The Icelandic government is con- 
sidering at present a plan to utilize 
the hot springs on the island as a 
means of making power to electrify 
the whole of Iceland. Further plans 
include the erection of huge hot- 
houses, heated by the boiling water 
from the geysers. In them will be 
grown, by artificial means, the food- 
stuffs that the barren soil will not 
produce. 

Mr. Nordal, who is at present em- 
ployed as ceramic engineer with an 
eastern company, is seriously con- 
sidering the invitation of the Icelan- 
dic government. Mr. Nordal is of 
Icelandic descent and believes that 
the island of his ancestors has great 
mineral wealth and that the pro- 
posed survey would result in discoy- 
eries of far-reaching importance. 


Advice Of School Principal 


Follow A Star If You Wish To 
Accomplish Much 

Disillusionment, disappointment and 
a defeatist attitude are a!l overcome 
when one ‘follows a star,’ declared 
Miss E. Gordon Waugh, principal of 
St. Clement's School for Girls, speak- 
jing at a meeting of the American 
Women’s Club in Toronto. 

Citing illustrations from history 
to prove her contention that those 
who accomplished much were “bound 
to a star,’”” Miss Waugh named Abra- 
ham who, more than 3,000 years ago 
settled in Caanan because he fo!low- 
ed his star—or “the call of God”; the 
Wise Men at the Nativity ‘who, 
nearly 2,000 years ago, followed the 
guiding star;” and nearer to the pres- 
ent day, Abraham Lincoln, who 
“brought about preservation of the 
Union among the troubled states be- 
cause he, too, followed a star.”

The star to which Miss Waugh re- 
ferred most frequently was the “star 
of freedom.”

‘We must teach 
them to have their own convictions, 
to listen to others with understand- 
ing, and cultivate the desire to know 
why others think and act as they 
do.”

~ Ornamental Plant Now Pest 


South Africa Is Waging War On The 
Prickly Pear 

Because some farmers took a fancy 
to a new ornamental plant in the 
Cape Town Gardens 150 years ago, 
the South African Government is 
now waging a fight to reclaim 4,233,- 
000 acres of fertile land. 

The new plant was a little prickly 
pear, brought from South America, 
and the farmers took a few slips of 
it back to Graff Reinet, the wine- 
growing district of the Cape, to 


ornament their gardens. In 150 years; 


the prickly pear has overrun and 
ruined more than 4,000,000 acres of 
good land. . , 

Now an army of little insects is 
being bred to fight the pear and re- 
claim the ruined land. The insect is 
the cactoblastis, of the ladybird 
family, which has had great success 
in freeing large tracts of Australia 
from the prickly pear. Some 80,000,- 
000 cactoblastis eggs were hatched 
out in the prickly pear area last year 
and the same number are expected. to 
be added to the insect army'this year. 


Communty Chests 


Charity Campaigns Across Canada 
Raise Large Sums 

Community chests ana welfare fed- 
erations raised $3,640,000 in the 14 
campaigns opcrated across Canada in 
1938, the Canadian Welfare Council 
reported recently. 

More than 300 charitable agencies 
joined in campaigns in Halifax, Mont- 
real, Ottawa, Toronto, Hamilton, 
Winnipeg, Regina, Vancouver and 
Victoria to raise funds for support of 
community welfare services during 
1939 and showed: @n increase in col- 
lections of 4.13 per cent. over results 
in the previous year.

the irrigation, fire, light and police 
committee handed in the following 
report: ; 

Regarding irrigation, The lake 
was cleaned out early in the spring 
before turning in the water which 
was turned on in May and shut off 
in October or about 10 days later than 
usual on account of the ¢xceptinal 
weather conditions, Pipe lines were 
maintained in good repair and repairs 
were made to thie system wherever 
found necessary. A line was laid 
from the main on 9th Avenue and 
Adam Street to the cemettry, and 
a good supply of water is made avail- 
able in all parts of the cemetery. Some 
repairs were made to the automatic 
switch at the pumping station, The 
amount of water used during the 
year was 60 acti2 feet amounting to 
$120, Eventide Home itakes water 
‘fromthe lake paying therefor $21 
a year. This year the town jpaid off 
$300 to the Gleichen Agicultural As- 
sociation for th}: land used for the 
lake, There is now a balance of $115 
owing on this land, 

One fire alarm was’ turned in dur- 
ing the year this was a chimney fire 
but was L.ought under contro] — be- 
fore any! actual fire, broke out. The 
fire equipment was given a thorough 
overhauling, the chemical equip 
ment and wagons were printed and 
1epaired wher necessary, and new 
chemical boxes were made. No new 
juose has been purchased since 1936. 
There is at present about 800 fieet of 
hose in faiv condition. The fir pressure 


for the tank to operate the whistla 
is supplied by a smafl compressor in- 
stalled in the fire hall which has 


given very satisfactory service since 
its installation over a yew ago, At 
the present time the town water 
system is temporarily out of repair 
and the town is without fire protec- 
tion. 
There were no convictions dur- 
ing the year. No extva police were 
put on at Hallowe’en, no complaints 
had been made to the police. A police 
patrol was maintained in the town 
during the fall months.

seen the word Bouclé 

here and there through- 
out the Catalogue, OQsually in 
connection with a fabric or 
yarn, Do you know what it 
means?
